V TASHINGTON, Aus. 26.—The| 


threatened railway strike took 
on such a grave aspect today 
that President Wilson turned toward 
Congress for a solution of the prob- 
lem. 


Suddenly this afternoon when it 
became known that the railway ex- 
ecutives were unanimous in their re- 
fusal to accept his plan of settle- 
ment, President Wilson personally 
went to the Capitol and laid before 
Majority Leader Kern of the Senate 
and Senator Newlands, chairman of 
the Interstate Commerce Committee. 
the statement of the railway heads 
that Congress must guarantee some 
source of added revenue if they are 
to meet the demands of their em- 
ployees. 

How this should be accomplished 
President Wilson did not suggest. 
Immediately afterward, Senators be- 
gan discussing proposals to have 
Congress record itself in favor of a 
rate increase. 


No arrangements Were made today 
for the President to address Con- 
gress on the subject, but it was con- 
sidered likely that he might do so 
during the coming week if the situa- 
tion continue’ critical. 

Tonight the railway executives fin- 
ished their answer to President Wil- 
son’s plan and notified the White 
House they were ready. President 
Wiison sent word he would prefer to 
see them morning at 10 
o'clock. 

BROTHERHOOD ADJOURNS. | 


The brotherhood leaders, after be- 
ing in meeting most of the day. ad 
journed to 10 o'clock 
morning. 

The refusal of the railway execu- 
tives to accept the President's plan, 
including concessions of the eight-' 
hour day, and proposing a counter- 
Plan such as previously has been 
outlined, win put the next move up 
to the brotherhood leaders.

It was 6:40 tonight 
when the committee of eight. which 
has handled the negotiations, an- 
nounced’ that they had asked for a 
conference with President Wilson 
and awaited his pleasure. After a 
two hours wait the executives an- 
nounced that President Wilson had 
informed them he would prefer not 
to see them tonight. 

SITUATION SUMMED UP. 


The situation, as summed up late 
tonight by those close in touch with 
it, was this: 

President Wilson has seen the 
published reports of the reply the 
executives will make him Monday 
and does not wish to accept it. It 
would not surprise those in the con- 
fidence of the railroad officials to

ATTITUDE OF CONGRESS. 

Nobody knows the attitude of 
Congress toward the suggested lex 
lation.

Navy End with Victory for 


tically Annihilate “Blue” Enemy 
to Washington, 


Greatest Maneuvers Ever Undertaken by the American — 


“Red” Forées, Which Prac- 
— Results Reported 


ASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The 

greatest war game ever un- 

dertaken by the American 
Navy ended today with a victory for 
Admiral Mayo's “red” fleet, which 
theoretically wiped out the defend- 
ing blue“ fleet and landed an in- 
vading army at Far Rockaway 
Beach, L. I. 

Rear-Admiral Knight, acting as 
umpire, announced the result in this 
report to the Navy Department: 

“Maneuver completed. Red and 
blue bodies engaged 9:30 o'clock to 
10:30 o'clock this morning, ten miles 
south of Ambrose Lightship. Blue 
decisively defeated, red gaini com- 
mand of sea. Red effects landing at 
Far Rockaway and secures base.” 

The final report closely followed 
one announcing that Rear-Admiral 
Helm’s “blue” defending vir 
tually had been annihijated in 
fight off Scotland Light- 
ship at the entrance to the New 
York harbor. With the exception 
of a few light craft, the entire 
“blue” fleet was “sunk.” The full 
extent of the “red” loses was not 
known tonight, although early re- 
ports showed that they included the 
superdreadnaughts Nevada and Texas 
and two destroyers. 

SUBMARINES DISPOSED OF. 

With Admiral Helm’s fleet out of 
the way, only a thin line of sub- 
marines remained to protect the 
coast. Then these, too, were quickly 
disposed of by the red“ fleet and 
with no foes left to interrupt the 
landing of troops from his trans- 
ports, Admiral Mayo was declared 
victor in the game and the _ ships, 
“red” and “blue” alike, started for 
Newport after four days of arduous 
duty at sea. - 

The story of the game as pieced 
together from radio reports to the 
Navy Department indicates that the 
tactics of Admiral Mayo completely 
puzzied Admiral Helm and forced 
him to accept battle in a position 
from which there was no hope of 
escape. The umpire declared the 
“blue” fleet was destroyed hours be- 
fore the time limit of the action 
expired. 

When the game began Admiral 
Helm's fleet was assembled at Nar- 
ragansett while Admiral Mayo with 
his fleet and long transport train 
were 600 miles off Caps Hatteras. At 
6 a.m. August 22, Admiral Helm re- 
ceived word of his enemy's location 
and his seventeen scouts swept out 
to sea in a long circling line. An 


hour later, the blue“ battleships 
also were at sea, following the 
scouts. 


The cruiser Baltimore sighted two 
battleships, two cruisers and three 
other units of the red“ fleet at 
6 p.m. August 23. They were 500

sighted. This time it was a battle- 
ship which was picked up 120 miles 
off New York. Again the blue“ 
scout was outmatched, 

SIGHTS “RED” TRANSPORT. 

At 6:30 p.m., August 25, the de- 
stroyer Benham, later reported de- 
stroyed in action, sighted the “red” 
transport train seventy-five miles off 
the New Jersey Coast. Relying on 
her speed to escape the convoying 
warships, the Benham followed the 
transport, keeping Admiral Helm in- 
formed. At that time, the “blue” 
battle fleet was fifteen miles farther 
inshore, steaming in a line parallel 
to the transport train. At 8:30 
the same evening the Benham re- 


ported that three enemy battleships 


and the transport train had headed 
inshore to make a landing. 
Admiral Helm drove his battle 
fleet forward to intercept the “ene- 
my” at daylight. He sighted the 
“red” ships at 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The transport train was steam-

ASHINGTON., Aug. 26.—Army

In Spite of Increased Cost of 
Material Bakers Still Able to 
Make Profit of More than Thir- 
ty-eight Per Cent., Accdérding to 
Sealer of Weights and Measures.

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 26.— In spite 
of the increases in the cost of bak- 
ing material, bakers are still able to 
make an average profit of 38 1-2 


per cent. on a barrel of flour, sell-| losses 


| ing 12-ounce loaves for five cents, 
according to State Sealer of Weights 
and Measures Charles G. Johnson, 
whe has completed a thorough in- 
vestixation of baking methods. 

Johnson finds that 357 loaves sell- 


ing at the rate of five cents a loaf 
equals $17.86, which is a profit of 
$4.97 1-2, giving the 38 1-2 per 
cent. average profit. According to 
Johnson, the wholetalg price of 
bread of the standard weight fur- 
nished to grocers and delicatessen 
stores by the large bakers is four 
cents, leaving a net profit of 15 
per cent. to the, wholesalers. He 
Claims this excessive profit in the 
sale of bread is due to up-to-date 
and efficient machinery. 
TO OPPOSE REDUCTION, 


On basis of these figures 
Johnson is preparing to oppose any 
plan of the master bakers to go be- 
low the standard weight of 12 
ounces net weight for five-cent 


bread. 

‘The standard will be maintained,” 
ald Johnson today. “If the bakers 
want to combine to force up the 
price of bread they must do it by 
advancing the price of the standard 
loaf at established weight and not 
by reducing fit. The bakers con- 
tend that it win be easier to bake 
a smaller loaf to sell for five cents 
than to maintain the present stan- 
dard loaf and sell tc for six cents. 

“In all events, irrespective of what 
the attitude of the bakers may be, 
the California housewife is thor- 
oughly efficient in the baking of 
bread, and she probably will take 
thie course.”

Aajt.-Gen. McCain Inaugurates 
Policy Showing How Men Who 
Have Quit the Army may Take 
Advantage of Lucrative Offers to 
Support Themselves in Civil Lfe. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—A 
policy of caring for Federal soldiers 
upon retirement upon civil life, pat- 
terned after that of the British 
government, which secures employ- 
ment for enlisted men retiring from 
the army, has just been inaugurated 
by the United States, it is an- 
nounced im a pamphiet issued today 
by Adj.-Gen. McCain, explaining how 
the soldier may take advantage of 
lucrative offers provided he had 
demonstrated his ability for civil 
employment during enlistment. 

Recruiting offices are named in 
twenty-three States through which 
applications may be made for State 
or municipal employment. The 
pamphlet emphasizes the fact that 
the army offers exceptional advan- 
tages to those who desire to fit them- 
selves for almost any line of voca- 
tional work. It also contains a long 
list of positions scattered through- 
out the United States in the filling of 
which former soldiers will be given 
preference. Many of these are 
State or municipal employment at 
salaries ranging up to $1800 a year. 

The list shows the city, the posi- 
tion, and the necessary qualifications 
as reported by recruiting officers who 
gathered the data. The purpose of 
the pamphiet is three-fold: To at- 
tract the best class of recruits, to 
disabuse the public mind of the im- 
pression that the army is a refuge 
for those unfitted for other employ- 
ment, and to explain to the soldiers 
how they may take full advantage 
of the vocational training in the 
army provided in the reorganization 
bill recently enacted. 

The booklet is being supplied to 
all soldiers and widely distributed 
throughout the country to induce re- 
cruiting.

UNDERWOOD IS 
DEBATE TARGET 


Revenue Bill Amendment is 
Signal for Attack. 
Alabaman in Bitter Reply to 


[BY A v. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—A pro- 
posal to lower the present income 
tax exemption, written into the ad- 
ministration revenue bill by the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee and then 
stricken out when House leaders in- 
dicated they would not accept it, 


was voted down, 31 to 19, by the 
Senate tonight, when Senator Un- 
derwood offered it as an amendment. 

Discussion of the amendment was 
marked by a bitter exchange between 
Democratic Senators in charge of the 
bill, and Senator Underwood, au- 
thor of the present tariff law, and 
who, as Democratic leader of the 
House, had a prominent part for 
several years in framing revenue 
legislation. Chairman Simmons of 
the Finance Committee reminded the 
Alabama Senator that it was a long 
standing Senate practice for Senators 
to stand by the decisions of their 
party caucus, and Senator Stone, also 
a member of the committee, de- 
clared Senator Underwood deserved 
Severe censure for his attitude to- 
ward the Dill. 

“Is the Senate degenerated -to a 
point where the individual Senators 
must take orders from those who 
serve on committees because their 
constituents have kept them in the 
Senate for many years?” declared 
Senator Underwood. 

“I do not recognize the right of 
any member to dictate to me. [If 
that be treason, make the most of it. 
No man can question my loyalty to 
the Democratic party in victory or 
defeat.” 


The amendment, which would have ga 


lowered the exemption by $1000, 
making the normal income tax ap- 
ply to incomes of $3000 for married 
persons and $2000 for unmarried 
persons, received the support of only 
five Democratic Senators. They were 
Senators Bankhead, Hardwick, Lane, 
©’Gorman and Underwood. 

“HEROICS,” CHARGES STONE. 

In his denunciation of Senator Un- 
derwood, Senator Stone coupled the 
exemption amendment with the Ala- 
bama Senator’s declaration that the 
proposed dyestuffs tariff is un- 

ocratic. The Senator's attitude 
toward the bill, he said, savored of 
“heroics.” Senator Underwood re- 
plied to that by saying if his conduct 
in the matter was to be accepted as 
a proper basis of party criticiam of 
him, he was willing hereafter to 
stand alone. 

“You dare to lecture me,” said the 
former House leader, “because I 
dare to repudiate a part of your 
bill that is a stench in the nostrils 
of the Democratic party. I approve 
of the Finance Committee's legisla- 
tion on this bill in the main, but I 
know no reason why the Finance 
Committee should see fit to arrogate 
to itself the right to dictate to 
others.” 

Mr. Underwood said it was con- 
ceded that no binding resolution had 
been adopted by the caucus on the 
bill and that if there had been one 
and he had agreed to it. he would 
stand by it and “bow his neck.” He 

had bowed unwillingly recently, he 
said, to a binding caucus on the im- 
migration bill. The revenue bill, he 
declared, had been “concocted by 
certain gentlemen in the Senate try- 
ing to dictate to this’ side of the 
House what it shall do.“ 

Senator Williams, in charge of 
the income tax section of the bill, 
opposed the Underwood amendment 
and Senators Oliver, O’Gorman and 
Thomas spoke in favor of it. 

When the Senator resumed dis- 
cussion of the revenue bill, Senator 
Gronna, Republican, ridiculed the 
Democratic National Convention dec- 
laration for economy, charging that 
the party had piled up appropria- 
tlons for the last year great- 
er than any other in the country’s 
history, except during the Civil War.

The ignorant classes 
are being told that from now on 
foreigners are to be debarred from 
the country; that “Mexico is for the 
Mexicans.” This doctrine is not

TO HURT INVESTMENTS. 

No well-informed man ih Mexico 
doubts for a moment that Carranza 
will go as far as he can towards 
driving foréign investments out of 
Mexico, and that he will put up the 
bars against such outside ownership 
of mines, oil lands and other prop- 
erty in this country, to the greatest 
possible degree. ere is a group 
of ambitious Mexicans who have 
risen to power from poverty and ob- 
Uvion during the last few years as 
a result of the revolutionary upheav- 
als, and certain members of this co- 
terle have made no secret of the 
fact that they plan to obtain control 
of some of the large properties in the 
republic are now owned 
American and British interests. It 
is stated that when Carranza gets 
‘through issuing his more or less con- 
fiscatory decrees and has finished 
heaping burdensome taxes upon 
these foreign holdings their present 
Owners will de ready enough to sell 
—5 at a sacrifice and quit the coun- 
ry. 

The covetous eyes of the Carranze 
government and of Mexicans of 
more or less wealth who are in ac- 
cord with the de facto regime are 
just now cast upon the rich oil 
wells and producing fields of the 
Tampico region. It was the policy 
of the large foreign interests operat- 
ing in that coastal territory to hold 
aloof from the various revolutionary 
uprisings and political changes that 
the country has experienced during 
the five years. Notwithstanding this 
attitude of neutrality on the part of 
these outside investors and devel- 
opers, they are to be driven out of 
the country if Carranza has his way 
about it. The recent decree which 
Was issued by the de facto govern- 
ment, providing that all stockholders 
of companies operating in Mexico, 


not retroactive, and it was authori- 
tatively stated that it could there- 
fore not affect the invest- 
ment interests here.

TOURISTS’ CARELESSN

Autoists on State Highway 
Neglect to Take Necessary Pre-

BAKERSFIELD, Aug. 26.—Care- 
lessness On the part of farmers and 
tourists causes serious embarrass- 
ment and occasional losses to prop- 
erty owners, particularily in the 
mountain districts. While these 
things are the bane of the forest 
,Tanger’s existence, the greatest suf- 
ferer in this section is the Tejon 
ranch. 


Last night J. J. Lopez, superin- 
tendent of the Tejon ranch, and a 
crew of his men made a lhrurried 
twenty-five-mile trip to a distant 
portion of the ranch to a threat- 
ened fire which had started in the 
Walker Basin country. Before they 
reached their destination they were 
cut off by a swollen stream caused 
by heavy rain higher up in the 
mountains on the upper confines of 
the ranch. But from where they 
stopped they could see that the fire 
Was not a menace to their own or 
other property and they returned 
home, after being out all night 

A frequent cause of incipient fires 
on this ranch is lack of proper pre- 
caution by automobile campers who 
stop overnight. The State Highway 
traverses the Tejon rancho and the 
ideal camping places cause trayelers 
to turn aside for a few hours or for 
overnight, and a fire frequently de- 
velops after they are many miles on 
their way. 

Much valuable grazing has been 


with the result that there ig less 
range and the cattle of the com- 
pany are not in as good condi- 
tion as last year, when the road was 
incomplete and there were few 
campers. 

Cattle shipping has - progresse 
from the ranch since May 1, ship- 
ments being made every ten days 
or so.

THE LEGISLATURE 
A glance over the list of candidates 
who have proposed themselves 
Legislature, under our direct primary law, 
reveals that an unusually large number of 
second and third rate men are seeking 
what uld be first rate positions. To use 
a ru simile, there are entirely too many 
small potatoes in the bottom of the legis- 
lative barrel. 
New lines of industry are placed under 
the supervision of our State government 


at every session of the Legislature; yet 


not one lawmaker in ten who votes to regu- 
late these industries is capable of holding 
more than a subordinate post in the indus- 
try he regulates. 

Neither is there anything encouraging to 


the lover of good government in the cam- 
paign methods of the legislative candidates. 


The law is 80 framed that there is no op- 
portunity for a voter to know what a can- 
didate stands for, to what party he belongs 
or upon what he bases his claim for po- 


litical recognition. The party platform is 


abolished; the name in a party column 
means nothing as there are instances in 
the present primary in which the name of 
the same candidate will appear on the ticket 
of every party. Self-exploitation is at a 
premium; the candidate who can get his 
name on the most tickets, his homely mug 
on the most billboards and his banners 
carried by the most jitney brass bands is 
the favorite in the election pools. 

In the present legislative campaign some 
of the administration papers have set forth 
the specious claim that the administration 
is aiding in the election of a _ high-class 
Legislature by lending its support to first- 
class men in every Assembly and Sena- 
torial district. But a perusal of a list of 
candidates proposed for office shows that 


in at least one-third of the Assembly dis- 


trictg of the State, the voter’s chbdice re- 
duces itself to choosing from three or four 
incompetents; and in at least half the cases 


the administration support is thrown to the 


worst candidate. 

Take the San Francisco legislative dele- 
gation that Gov. Johnson has personally 
indorsed. It contains the names of three 
keepers of dives on the water front or Bar- 
bary Coast, who were warned last week by 
the Law and Order Committee of San 
Francisco that they must reform their places 
or they will be prosecuted under the red 
light abatement law. The list contains 
the name of the president of the Bar- 
keepers’ Union of San Francisco; there 
are two ex-prizefighters and a saloon roust- 
about. A pleasant prospect indeed for good 


government. 


Never was there a more disreputable 
delegation indorsed from San Francisco, 
and never was there more need for a 
Legislature composed of clean, honest, in- 


telligent men. We have all suffered severe-- 


ly during the last four years by reason of 
our listlessness in regard to the quality of 
the candidates whom we support for the 


‘Legislature. Government reports prove be- 


yond cavil that the State government of 
California is the most costly per capita 


in the United States, and that a similar. 


condition prevails in our county govern- 
ments. This would not be the case if we 
did not send men to Sacramento who can 


be bribed by salaried State jobs to vote 


for the greatest extravagances the country 
has ever known. 

These things will continue until we formu- 
late some other method than self-nomination 
by the “direct primary,” for naming can- 
didates for the Legislature, and offer some 
inducement to get fearless and competent 
men to stand for office. We can do some- 
thing this year by supporting the candl- 
dates for re-election who voted against the 
extravagant administration bills two years 
ago, and in voting for new men in pref- 
erence to those who helped two and four 
years aso to make our tax bills so high. 
It might even be possible to secure a Legis- 
lature of a high enough moral caliber to 
undo much of the wrong that has been 
done.

OTERS in the city and county

‘United States Senator. 

‘There are three candidates for the 
United States Senate, Willis H. 
Booth, the only Republican; George 
S. Patton, a Democrat, and Hiram 
W. Johnson, a Progressive, who is 
also, seeking Republican votes. at 
the same time vehemently denying 
that he is a Republican and de- 
nouncing the party in foul language. 

The race is between Booth and 
Johnson. If the State were not 
cursed with a vicious 8 law 
Johnson could only be the candidate 
of the Progressive He is 
thoroughly discredited in the ranks 
of the Republican party, however, 
having done his best for six years to 
tear it to pieces and not being en- 
titled even to vote the Republican 
ticket. As a result it is expected 
Mr. Booth will receive practically 
— solid support of the predominat- 


Willis H. Booth is the only real 
Republican running for United 
States Senator. He has been in- 
dorsed by the Republican State-wide 
conference and by the entire Repub- 
lican party organization throughout 
California. He has received more 
indersements from trade, economic 
and other non-political organizations 
than any man who ever ran for 
United States Senator. 

Mr. Booth is a self-made man. He 
earned his own education by work- 
ing in a machine shop as a boy; with 
his own efforts paid his way at the 
University of California, where he 
studied commercial law. 

With hig father and brothers he 
went into the machinery business 
practically without capital. He 
founded and developed an electrical 
manufacturing concern now the 
largest of its kind in the world, and 
became the first man in California 
to develop an international manu- 
facturing business. 

In 1910 he was elected president 
of the Chamber of Commerce; in 
1911, president of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce of the Pa- 
cific Coast. Later he was selected 
as one of three members from the 
Pacific Coast of the Foreign Trade 
Council. He was chairman of a 
commission that studied commercial 
conditions in China and the Orient. 
He made a thorough study of eco- 
nomic conditions in South America; 
also in Europe. 

For a considerable period he rep- 
resented civic bodies of California 
at Washington in the interest of the 
development of the State. It was 
due largely to his efforts that the 
harbor at Angeles achieved suc- 
cess as a public utility. He assisted 


finance the growers of that valley 
through their time of stress. He 
represented San Francisco commer- 
cial bodies in the Panama Canal 
tolls. He fought for California cit- 
rus interests before Congress. 
„He has been a lifelong Republican. 
He is a firm believer in the funda- 
mental doctrines of Republicanism 
and a staunch sup r of a pro- 
tective tariff in the interest of 
American industries and American 
labor. He is a thorough-going cham- 
pion of preparedness along military, 
naval, spiritual, moral, industrial 
and economic lines. 

In his life, in his public experience, 
he has made a serious effort toward 
the preparation for the foreign trade 
competition that this country must 
enter at the close of the European 
war. 


Who is Hiram Johnson? 


Hiram Johnson broke away from 
the Republican party in 1910 and 
chased a rainbow at the end of 
which was a pot of mush known as 
the Progressive nomination for Vice- 
President of the United States. Hav- 
ing deserted the Republican party, 
he endeavored to destroy it by turn- 
ing his engine of destruction (the 
State machine maintained by the 
taxpayers) against all parties; and, 
by manipulating the Legislature, he 
forced through a bill destroying all 
party lines in California.

This 
third attempt to wreck the Repub- 
lican party is being. followed by a 
fourth. Registered as a Progressive 
and an avowed enemy of the Repub- 
lican party, Gov. Johnson, who has 
insulted Republicans in this State 
and almost every State in the Un- 
ion, now cheekily asks Republicans 
for their support in order that he

Congress—the Ninth District. 

There are four candidates for 
Congress in the Ninth District. 
Three of them are Republicans and 
the other one says he is. He is 
Charles H. Randall, the incumbent, 
who also declares he is a Progres- 
sive, a Democrat and a Prohibition- 
ist. That he is a Prohibitionist none 
will deny, and it is known that he 
is favorably received in Progressive 
camps; but it was an insult to the 
Republican party when his name 
was printed on a Republican ballot.

Work of All Kinds for Jobless Secured by City and 
State—Acting for Movies is Greatly Favored by Unem- 
ployed — Los Angeles System of Helping the Deserving — 
is Patterned in East and Government may Co-operate. 


ORE than 67,000 positions, 

paying from $3 a week to $250 

a month and expenses, were 
filled during the fiscal year through 
the public employment bureaus of 
Los Angeles district, as shown by 
the annual report which will be 
ready fer distribution within a few 
days. This is approximately 80 per 
cent. mort than the number filled 
through any other employment bu- 
reau in thé United States, according 
to Harry C. Donoho, superintendent 
of the bureaus of the district, which 


includes the whole of Southern Cal- 


ifornia. Based upon the cost per 
position through private employ- 
ment agencies, it is estimated that 
approximately $137,000 in fees has 
been saved to the workingmen and 
women of this part of the State 
through the operation of the sys- 
tem of public employment exchanges. 

The Los Angeles system of labor 


leschanges has gained national rec- 


ognition, owing to its having been 
the pioneer in establishing the mod- 
standards for constructive work 
in this line of welfare endeavor. Its 
unparalleled success in gaining the 
confidence of employers and em- 
ployees is attributed largely to the 
policy which precludes the possibil- 
ity of any applicant for work being 
sent to a prospective employer until 
such applicant shall have convinced 
the employment experts in the bu- 
reaus of his ability to fill the posi- 
tion to the satisfaction of the em- 


ployer. Coupled with the fact that 
the bureaus are absolutely divorced 
from charity, the efficiency standard 
maintained is conceded to have been 
responsible for the confidence en- 
gendered. | | 

MOST ARE NATIVE-BORN. 


All kinds and classes of positions 
were filled during the past year 
through the various divisions, from 
scrub woman to office manager and 
from janitor to executive head of 
large business concerns. 

Many interesting facts and figures 
are disclosed by the records as set 
forth in this report. During the 
fiscal year. which ended June 30, 


for 9155 women. shows a 
daily average of 91.3 positions with 
no fee either directly or indirectly 
to employers or employees. It is 
interesting to note that of the per- 
sons applying for work at these bu- 
reaug 14,522 out-of 19,819 men were 
born in United States and 6336 
women out of 7808 registered were 
likewise native-born. The bureau 
records refute the thought in the 
minds of many that “floaters” and 
“job tramps” exclusively benefit by 
the service of the bureaus. Of the 
men registered during the past year 
13,473 had lived in this city more 
than one year prior to the date of 
registration and of the women 6406 
claimed residence in the city of more 
than one year. Of the men for whom 
work was nearly one-half 
had no one dependent upon the

HIGH-GRADE JOBS. 


The wage-rate tables in the sta- 
tistical division of the report show 
that the bureaus have handled the 
tirely so, majority of the low- 
Wage-rate orders appear in the rec- 
ords of the household division, and 
many of these appear among the 
orders cancelled. Work in this divi- 
sion was so plentiful that the appli- 
cants, especially if they were compe- 
tent houseworke waited for the 
better positions. is condition did 
not obtain in the men's industrial 
division, where virtually all positions 
were filled unless there were reasons 
other than the wage offered. 

One of the peculiarities incident 
to the activities of the bureaus is 
disclosed in connection with the 
“movie” industry. So strongly de- 
veloped is the histrionic trait in 
many of the applicants that labor- 
ing jobs listed on the blackboard as 
ying from $2 to $2.50 a day go 
ng while hundreds of idle men 
crowd and jostle getting into line 
for a possible opportunity for one 
or two days’ work as extra“ in the 
“movies” at $1 a day, car fare and 
luncheon. Not one “movie” job was 
cancelled during the year because 
of low wages or scarcity of men. 
Upon observing that appromixately 
180 men patronizing the bureaus 
isdained ordinary work and evinced“ 
a decided penchant for the movies,“ 
Supt. Donoho secured a vacant lot 
High street, not far 
the Franklin-street office of the bu- 
reaus, and here are handled all the 
“stars.” While the bureaus seek to 
discourage the practice of able-bod-: 
led men rejecting legitimate labor 
jobs for the sake of this class of 
employment, it is recognized that 
the moving-picture industry has 
proved a veritable godsend to many 
a man who might otherwise have 
gone hungry during the winte#? 
months. 
NEED INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


Unemployment gmong women un- 
der 50 years of age apparently is 
due to choice of work rather than 
to lack of opportunity. One in- 
stance is cited of an excellent cook 
who on several ons was of- 
fered positions paying $50 and up. 
The applicant was past 45 years of 
age, but had gone to a business col- 
lege during the winter and studied 
shorthand and was rmined to 
accept nothing other than a position 
as stenographer, despite the fact 
that she could scarcely speak E 
lish sufficiently well to make herse 
understood. The need of better in- 
dustrial training is evidenced in 
every line of the report. 

tables show. a decided re- 
duction in every division of the 
bureaus in proportion to the busi- 
ness done, despite the increased 
working force made necessary by 
constantly-increasing business. The 
reaus are maintained jointly by 
the State and the municipality and 
are the largest in the country. 
tablished two and a half years 
with a working force of four, t 
bureaus now employ seven women 
and nine men to carry on the work. 
Several of the successful eastern 
public employment bureaus have 
been patterned after those in oper- 
ation in Southern California. It is 
considered probable that the Fed-

HE value of the flying machine

from a hydroplane several pictures 
of the beach at Santa Barbara, for 
use in his preliminary studies of 
the sewage-disposal problem of that 
city. The firm has been retained by 
the Santa Barbara city authorities 
to work out a plan for the disposal

[Alfred G. Gardiner in July Cen- 
tury:] “The very cream of the na- 
tion is in the trenches, but at the 
top all is as before. Bugsins's 
turn,“ to use Lord Fisher's phrase, 
still governs the army.

How many naturalist, geol- 
ogists, zoologists, or botanists, are 
asking one another taday whether 
Plato has not transmitted to us, with 
slight amplification, a page from ac- 
tual history of mankind.” | 

From the Smithsonian pamphlet. 
in which M. Termier quotes a part 
of Plato’s dialogue, “Timaeus,” or 
“Concerning Nature,” the following 
facts, as stated by an old Egyptian 
priest, are secured: 

“Athens was destroyed by a sing- 
ularly pow army which came 
from an island larger than 
and even Asia, lying in the Atlantic 
Ocean beyond the strait called the 
Pillars of Hercules. From this isl- 
and one could easily pass to other 
islands, and from them to the en- 
tire continent which surrounds the 
interior sea. In the Island of At- 
lantis reigned kings of amazing 
power, having under their domain 
several other islands also, and some 
parts of the continent, as well as 
Libya as far east as Egypt, and Eu- 
rope, as far as thé Tyrrhenian Sea. 
All this power was once united to 
subjugate Athens, but the Athenians 
stopped the invasion and restored all 
the nations living on that side (east) 
of the Pillars of Hercules to inde- 
pendence. Later, with great, earth- 
quakes and inundations, in a single 
day and one fatal night, all who 
had been warriors against Athens 
were swallowed up, and the Island 
of Atlantis disappeared beneath the 
Sea. 


The author says that the above 
narrative has not at all the coloring 
of a fable, byt an exactness almost 
scientific.

Story of Rush for Two Wonderful 
Skins— Recent Visit to Alaska. 

A dash near the pole, if not for it, 
was made by F. Obrikat of Los An- 
geles during a visit to Alaska, when 
by quick action and the 0 
of considerable cash he secured two 
wonderful natural black fox skins, 
prizes worthy any amount of effort.

At the present time Cuba is taking 
large quantities of soles from Amer- 
ica that contain no leather what- 
ever. The demands in Cuba are for 
a cheap shoe, and that is why the 
leather is left out, to the satisfac 
tion of the Cuban customers. South 
American buyers are also demanding 
shoes of artificial leather. .

It 
disarms prejudice and convinces 
where the usual biographer would 
arouse suspicion, for Mr. Bradford ar- 
ranges, condenses and presents evi- 
dence with no other purpose than 
that of showing all sides of the 
stories told by contemporaries of 
these men. For not even William 
Seward, gentle and suave anc wily, 
was entirely without people to dis- 
like him; while the redoubtable 
Stanton had few to speak well of 

Mr. Bradford makes clear the per- 
plexity of how Stanton, who was 
indubitably arrogant and even 
hated by his associates, could re- 
tain his office and influence——be, 
excepting Lincoln, the dominant 
figure among the civilian govern- 
ment officials of the period. 

In handling that most difficult 
of Civil War biographical subjects, 
Gen. McClellan, Mr. Bradford has 
made the most felicitous display of 
his unusual but admirable method 
of presenting a composite portrait 
by superimposing contemporary 
comment and judgments and his- 
torical records until the man seems 
an understandable personality rath- 
er than the statuesque figure, 
chiseled out in heroic fashion, of 
the average biography. 

We learn what were McClellan's 
virtues and faults and have an ex- 
planation for the latter; that he 
was really a fine general and much 
beloved by the soldiers, that his 
organization of the Army of the 
Potomac had much to do with the 
ultimate victory, but that he cau- 
tiously made over-elaborate plans, 
that he was restive under advice, 
impudent with his superiors, and 
too susceptible to flattery; but 
that he was thoroughly patriotic, 
and though undoubtedly he at one 
time considered the possibility of 
making himself dictator, he had the 
judgment to abandon readily the 


idea. 

Partisans have done everything 
with “Little Mack” from making 
him a demigod to a blunderer; 
but none, though many have writ- 
ten at greater length, have been 
in the same way illuminating as Mr.

NEW ROAD OPENS ROMANTIC 


F BRET HARTE. 


NOTHER road over the | 
Sierras for motor travel, which 
is certain to find favor in the 

eyes of motorists, has been traveled 

to some extent this summer. Like 
the Tioga, the famous road out of 
the Yosemite National Park to Mono 

Lake, the new road is an old road, 

one that served mining interests 

many years ago. 

It was one of the first of the trails 

built over the mountains, and ac- 

commodated much of the early trav- 
el in the days when Stockton was 
the main outfitting camp for the 
southern mines, and boasted a large 
portion of, the cross-continent travel. 


This road, which follows the old 
“southern district’ mines along the 
Stanislaus, Mokelumne and Calaveras 
=. through the Calaveras Big 
and past Silver Lake and peak 
to Markleeville, the county seat of 
Alpine county at present is a diffi- 
cult one for motorists to tra- 
verse, but road work is included in 
the State Highway Commission's 
plans for mountain highways. 


The grove which is considered more 
beautiful than the others is the Cal- 
averas. 

After leaving Hinkelman's the real 
climbing of the tour commences. The 
grade finds its first climax near 
Bloods at an elevation of 8000 feet. 
From that point the road drops down 
to Pacific and Hermit valleys, then 
commences its steepest ascent, 
reaching in a few miles an altitude 
of 8800 feet, the highest point at- 
tained on the entire journey. There 
is only one road across the Sierra 
that reaches a higher point, and that 
is the Tioga road, wh.ch at its sum- 
mit attains an elevation in excess of 
9000 feet. 

Dropping down from the 8800-foot 
elevation to Markleville, a distance 
of eighteen miles, the road passes 
through a region which is a scenic 
wonderland. The road is a steady 
down grade and one which calls for 
little use of one’s engine, except for 
braking purposes. Were it not for 
a few short, comparatively, level 
pieces of road, one could almost 
drive into Markleeville on compres- 
sion, using to great advantage most 
of the time the low gear.

OLD DIGGINGS. 


Aside from the old diggings of the 
historic Jenny Lind mine, there is 
little of keen interest in the lower 
stretches of the road, but soon one is 
in the historic country written of by 
Bret Harte—Angel’s Camp, Valle- 
cita, and other scenes of hig stories, 
the Big Trees, and all the beauties 
of the High Sierras. 

In the opinion of Andrew Wood, 
who made the drive from Stockton 
a week ago, in his eight-cylinder 
Jacksan, this soon will me one 
of the most-traveled routes across 
the mountains. At present road con- 
ditions from Stockton to Angels are 
good, fair and bad. The Linden road 
is paved for a long stretch, and just 
beyond the paved section road work 
is under way, which should reach 
early completion, adding a valuable 
feature to Stockton’s claim as one 
of the gateways to the Tahoe coun- 
try. In Calaveras county the State 
Highway Commission has a number 
of convicts engaged in road work 
of a good character, but these could 
be added to profitably in numbers and 
the extent of their work materially 
widened. 

Leaving Angel's Camp, the road 
turns northerly to Murphy's, which 
boasts a natural park in a unique 
setting, likewise a cave that takes its 
name from the town and is one of 
nature’s underground marvels. Be- 
yond Murphy's the climb over the 
Sierras begins in earnest. Heavy 
teaming through the forest as far 
as the Big Trees nas chewed the 
road up in many places, leaving con- 
siderable dust and many hidden 
chuck holes, requiring gear work 
and slow going for the sake of com- 


reach the Big Trees easily the first 
evening. Good hotel accommodations 
may be had there, also supplies, but 
it will be found cheaper to purchase 
these the next morning at Hinkel- 
man’s, a few miles distant. One 
should not leave the grove without
